4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
thorough search of the prior art and an in-person interview with the applicant and 
inventor, it has been determined that no prior art heart valve exists whose valves either 
a) anticipate a parabolic cross-section where lengths are determined to vary in a 
substantially linear fashion with the height Z, or b) would provide sufficient motivation for 
one skilled in the art at the time of invention to consider such a design, as it goes 
against the art-recognized practice of mimicking the natural heart valve size and shape, 
as is illuminated in the Rule 131 Affidavit filed 04/21/2009.
